Mr. Gordon Fraley, Assistant Project 
Manager at The Kaempfer Company spoke 
recently to Carole Early, February Editor 
of the Southwester concerning plans for the 
demolishion ofWaterfront Mall 

What is the time schedule for stores 
to close? 

Some of the stores will be closing over 
the next three months. The bank, CVS, 
and Safeway will remain open throughout 
the entire construction. The Safeway will 


remain at the present location; CVS and 
the bank will be in a temporary location. 

How can the Safeway stay open (at 
their present location) during con¬ 
struction? 

The construction will be phased in and 
the existing Safeway site will be part of a 
later phase. 

Why are stores being told to move 
when demolition is at least 6 months 
to a year away?

The Advisory Neighborhood Com¬ 
mission for the 6th District met January 
10 and elected new officers for the com¬ 
ing year. It also 1) deferred action on a 
proposal to hire a $20,000 consultant on 
development of the Waterfront, 2) delayed 
approving a proposed design layout for 
new buildings at L’Enfant Plaza, and 3) 
called on residents to express concerns to 
the ANC6D concerning the H20 restau¬ 
rant and club on Water Street. 

The Commission also heard an update 
on the new King/Greenleaf Recreation 
Center from its manager, Marcus Ellis. 
The opening has been advanced to Febru¬ 
ary 24 (from March 4). Programs will be 
offered to all city residents, ranging from 
youths to seniors, and include arts and 
crafts, fitness and games rooms and a large 
gymnasium. 

Elected as the ANC6D officers for 
2005 were: Chair, Andy Litsky (488- 
8070, alitsky@aol.com), who defeated 
Commissioner Williams (488-0889, 
mslawll21@aol.com), by a 4 to 3 vote; 
Vice Chair, Roger Moffatt (488-0288, 
rlmoff@erols.com), elected unanimously; 
Secretary: David Sobelsohn (484-9303, 
anc6d@capaccess.org), elected unani¬ 
mously; and Treasurer: Max Skolnik 
(554-6070, max@eqop.org), who defeat¬ 
ed sitting Treasurer Bob Siegel (488-1663, 
legeis@bellatlantic.net), 4 to 3. 

Retiring Chair Ahmed Assalaam (479- 
4107), limited to his two consecutive 
terms under the bylaws, said in his final 
report that he felt the Commission had 


dealt well with a number of challenges. 
“However,” he said, “there is a great deal 
of work yet to be done.” 

Commissioner Williams’s proposal that 
the ANC5D hire a project consultant to 
advise and represent the Commission 
on the development of the Waterside 
Mall was deferred to the February meet¬ 
ing because the candidate for the job 
was unavoidably absent. The consultant 
would be paid $250 an hour, up to a 
limit of 80 hours, and would prepare a 
package representing the neighborhood’s 
needs for presentation to the March or 
April Zoning Hearing for the Waterfront 
Mall PUD. 

A privately financed plan to build 
three new buildings in and adjacent to 
L’Enfant Plaza, including a new home for 
the Children’s Museum and a 750-unit 
rental apartment building, was outlined 
to the Commission. The developers will 
seek concept approval from the Commis¬ 
sion on Fine Arts in late February. The 
ANC6D voted to defer its position on 
the plan — which would fill in much of 
the actual plaza in the L’Enfant complex 
— until its early February meeting. 

Concerning the H20 liquor license 
issue, Commissioners Skolnik and Litsky 
expressed their concerns about traffic, 
noise, alleged under-age drinking and 
street congestion in the area of the res¬ 
taurant. They asked that residents e-mail 
their complaints to the commissioners, 
which could become part of a report the 
ANC6D plans to submit to city officials.

Property and business owners in the 
area to be occupied by the proposed 
Washington Nationals baseball stadium 
expressed shock and dismay concerning 
the city government’s plans to redevelop 
their near Southeast neighborhood. A 
mix of low rise residential, industrial, 
entertainment and auto service busi¬ 
nesses, the four square block area bound¬ 
ed by South Capitol, N, First and P 
Streets, S.E. is slated for redevelopment 
by Spring of 2008. All of the business 
owners contacted by the Southwester 
stated that they have not yet heard any 
official announcements concerning con¬ 
demnation of their property, or offers to 
help relocate in the area. 

Patricia Ghiglino, owner of the Wash¬ 
ington Sculpture Center at 1338 Half 
Street SE, stated that she had recently 


given Andy Altman, head of the Anacos- 
tia Waterfront Development Corpora¬ 
tion a tour of her newly renovated art 
studios and classrooms. “I think he was 
surprised to see what we have here- these 
beautiful studios and all this equipment” 
stated Mrs. Ghiglino. “I don’t know if 
they (the city government) are commit¬ 
ted to the arts”. The center, which was 
profiled last year in the Southwester, has 
attracted American students from as far 
away as Minnesota, and international 
artists from Australia. 

Eung J. Cheung, owner of Aamco 
Transmission Service at 1342 South 
Capitol Street, SE, moved from 140 M 
Street SE less than three years ago, when 
that property was redeveloped for high 
rise offices. He showed this reporter a 
stack of color photographs that dem¬ 
onstrated his point as he stated “We’ve 
made costly improvements to the prop¬ 
erty that we rent for this shop. Aamco is 
a franchise, and we can’t move out of the 
boundaries of our franchise. I’ve invested 
$350,000.00. Who’s gonna pay?” 



Joe Lukaes, of Brake Service Company 
at 1318 Half Street, SE, standing in 
the surreal space between Wolf’s Head 
Motor Oil pennants and signed Salvador 
Dali etchings of melting watches, shook 
his head and said “ I think I’m with the 
majority who thinks this whole (baseball) 
idea is a little crazy. I’d rather see private 
enterprise develop this area.” 

Robert Siegal, ANC6D commissioner 
and owner of an adult entertainment 
complex in the unit block of O Street 
SE is vociferous in his opposition to the 
stadium. “This is an illegal stadium deal 


because the citizens of Southeast and 
Southwest were not consulted. ANC6D 
gave a resounding NO to the proposal.” 
Siegal cited a riff between Ward Six 
council member Sharon Ambrose and 
himself and two other Advisory Neigh¬ 
borhood Commissioners who refused 
to let Ambrose administer their oath of 
office at a recent swearing in ceremony 
because of differences of opinion over the 
stadium deal. 

On the other side of South Capitol 
Street, in nearby Southwest, opinions are 
sharply divided. While many residents 
support the stadium and look forward 
to an increase in property values and 
services, others are leery of the financ¬ 
ing package for the stadium, or worry 
about traffic, parking and the pressure 
to redevelop the public housing projects 
in the area. Many property owners in 
the neighborhood have already started 
receiving phone calls and fliers from real 
estate speculators intent on cashing in on 
baseball fever.
